Wardrobe dispute 


"We ure having another dispute 
over Whether ἃ built-in wardrobe 
should be part of the house, The 
Jewlsh Agency's Setlizment Depart- 
ment and the Housing Ministry don't 
wiot ta hear of our claim. Then 
there ig the cost of the development 
round the house, the path leading to 
the door, the planting of shrubs and 
flowers and variouy other things, and 
none of then are part of our hous- 
ing budget." The difference for cach 
tutily comes to about 11,500, but 
the mental difference is far wider: 
the Ομ οἷα! thinks and speaks of 
“housing units”. The scttlers think 
and feel ln terms of “homes'" in 
which they spend a lorge part of 
thelr lives. Shelem and Lotan point 
to the children's house. “Another 
dssue over which we had to argue. 
Apparently that isn’t In the budget 
either.” 

The housing problem tg basic. It 
colours the existence of the settlers 
perhaps more than the proximity of 
the border, a few kilometres away. 
The two men believe that the hous- 
{og problem was the malo motive 
for the decisions of the five funu- 
lles who gave up and left, and about 
20 who wanted to joln and didn’t. 
“Today It's only young people in 
their national service year who come 
to Mevo Hamma. They stay, work 
hard until their year is up, and go 
away. But 60 per cent would stay on 
if we had the proper conditions to 
offer them, and decent housing is 
the main problem. But apart from 
these, othera don’t knock at our gate 
any more as they did two years ago. 
People aren't ascetics, They want fair 
housing and interesting work. We are 
the veterans, we bullt the place, we 
have sentiments about it. In the 
first two years we got ali the help 
we needed. Today we have to argue 
and plead for every agora." 


Manpower problem 


The housing shortage creates ἃ 
manpower problem and that in turn 
affects economics. The two young 
Men explain that Jewish Agency 
budgets are tallored not according to 
the number of adults In a kibbutz, 
or in amoshavy, but to the type of act- 
tlement. They clte the example of a 
moshav in the Golan whose few mem- 
bers share between them all the mo- 
πὸν allovated for the full quota of 
members. In order to provide more 
varied and interesting work, Mevo 
Haruna has started a small electro- 
nics. plant with the h:lp of experts 
in Tel Aviv, and has planned a tur- 
key farm. Though both theses pro- 
jects are or could be excellent earn- 
ers, than simple farming, they can- 
not. get any loans from the settle- 
.ment authorities. 5

Going to Dikla from Jerusalem 
through Hebron and Beershebu, 
one travels along what used to be 
called the “Hunger Road," past 
the immigrant town of Ofnkim, 
and kibbutzim Urim, Magen and 
Nir Yitzhak. The desolate urea 
of the Hunger Rond became the 
fertile regon of Besor, now re- 
named after the late [L.evi Esh- 
kol, and the transformation ef- 
fected in the vegetation of the 
zone by these settlements over 
the last 15 years ia so startling 


that, standing on the yellow 
dunes of tiny Dikla, one can 
already imagine how different

As we leave we see a Beduin 
battling with a camel, which 
looks exactly like Ozymandlas, 
king of kings, with his wrinkled 
lip and aneer of cold command: 
it Is perhaps symbolic of what 
is happening in the area that 
the camel is insisting on golng 
backwards. The came! seems to 
know that his era_ is doomed. 
Gilat, born and bred on ἢ very 
prosperous kibbutz in tha Emek, 
does not find Dikia as original 
and exciting as the South Af- 
ricans girls do, but, being a first 
aid expert, she is moved by

The ultimate settlers will all

UIERMAN the poct gave us his poems; hia 

poema guve us the man Alternion, Alterman 
gave us his creations, and these creations revealed 
the image of thelr creator, and tho two — creation 
and creator — reflected and expressed each other 
like two facing mirrors reflecting ond expressing 
an ever-deoping infinity of nurrors. 

When we as readers happened between the mir- 
rors of his creativity, we, too, were xed inside 
those mirrors. Aud we did not merely read his 
creations but we identified with them, Amd In our 
Innocence we thought that Alterman was express- 
Ing us, that ail he had done was find the words and 
give expression to whet we felt. In fact, he did not 
express our feelings, but he shaped them, created 
them. Ho wna the volee — we were the echo. 

I wish to dwell on one theme in his poetry — 
the theme of Fighting, one of a number of themes 
in which we find the threefold expression of the 
man Alterman In moulding us as a fighting gerera- 
tion, and in his influence on each individual one of 
us in teaching us a special value: the dimension of 
depth in the fighting spirit. 

What Is this special value, this “Altermanic 
fighting spirit?” It is fighting as a part of life, 
fighting tu the finish, to death, except that this 
death in fighting {s not the end of the fighting 
but [ts culmination And just as fighting is a part 
— sometimes the whole — of life, so Ix death, 
when it is the culmination of fighting, not the end 
of life but its most intense expression. 

What Iam speaking of ig not death as death, but 
death as the acme, the culmination of the fighting 
effort. I have spent most of my life In the company 
of fighting men in some manner or other. These 
fighters lived in the shadow of death. But this fact 
did not cast τὶ shadow on their lives, and did not 
stamp them with sadness. On the contrary — they 
have been ten permeated with a tremendous rage 
to live, and it is thls rage to live that has made 
them fighters. And Alterman, even though he was 
apparently merely expresslag himself, actually

Neither am I speaking of the death of “Ended 
are the day of battle and its evening,” of the failure 
of the battle, of “and the Gilboa donned defeat,” of 
that death which, even If the fighter brings it upon 
himeelf with his own hands by throwing himself 
upon his sword, it 15 preceded by the foan yawning 
In his eyes hecause the dreaded end has come. 

Nor amI speaking of the death of “The Sword 
of the Besleged,” the inevitable death of the fight- 
or, that death which leaves the fighter only to 
choose the manner of his death, which gives him 
the opportumity to dic heroically, 8 death which he 
cannot prevent because ‘he has nowhere to flee. This 
ig the death of the besleged who have their backs 
to the wall, without a breach In the siege ringing 
them about, and all that is left for them is to die 
nobly — but inevitably to die.

“We believe that emnity towards 
Tarael and uncritical adulation of 
her are both in varying degrees to 
be fought. Israel has tho same right 
to fe that any country has. But 
Israel ta not God nor even a Mes- 
sinh.’ 


In giving thelr reasons for tho 
panoramic historical review they 
state: “Et would be foolish to argue 
that the atittudes of the people of 
Isracl towards their past are exempt 
from all comparison with the at- 
tltudes of other peoples... But ‘this 
does not exempt us from grappling 
with the uniqueness of Isracl.” It 
Js the treatment of this of 
uniqueness and tremendous diversity 
that is ably attempted by the 
Eckardts. Thus, the variety of Jewish 
communities, the problems of ab- 
eorption and education, the varied 
agricultural experiments in the ilb- 
butzim aud moshavim are reviewed.
